Final plans for conducting the 
courthouse bond campaign were 
made at a meeting last night at 
the Chamber of Commerce at San 
Bernardino of nearly 100 repre- 
sentatives from communities in 
all parts of the county. Members 
of the Board of Supervisors, the 
country-wide advisory committee 
of 25 and the courthouse bond 
committee were present. 

A motion was passed to have 
the advisory committee select a 
site for the courthouse and ap- 
point a board of’ appraisers as 
soon as possible. The site agreed 
upon by the committee will be 
approved by the Board of Super- 
visors and condemnation proceed- 
ings will be instituted if the site 
cannot be purchased for the 
amount stated by the board of 
appraisers. 

Wilt Be Near Business Center 

The boundaries within which 
the site must be located, as an- 
nounced by A. G. Kendall, chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors, 
are B and G Streets and Third 
and Fifth Streets. 

By a unanimous vote the county 
representatives pledged them- 
selves to support the bond elec- 
tion irrespective of what court- 
house site is selecped. 

It was broueh/ou by a num- 
ber of speakers at the meeting. 
that residents of the county out-! 
side of San Bernardino will op 
pose the $850,000 bond issue un- 
less the location of the site is an- 
nounced before the election on 
Nov. 4. This announcement will 
assure the voters that the project 
will not be influenced by real 
estate promotion. i 

Decide to Choose Site 

Objections were raised that resi- 
dents within San Bernardino, dis- 
approving of the site location, will 
vote against the bond issue; 
whereas, if the selection of the 
site is made after the election, 
these same residents would sup- 
port the project in hope that the 
site they favor might be chosen. 

A consensus of opinion, how- 
ever, was that the votes gained 
outside San Bernardino by an- 
nouncing the exact location of 
the site would more than com- 
pensate for those lost within the 
city through sectional jealousy. 

Mr. Kendall, the first speaker 
of the evening, outlined the ne- 
cessity for a new courthouse. 
Safety to employes, fire protec- 
tion to records and accommoda- 
tion to the general public were 
his major arguments. 

Kendall Tells Chief Needs 

Mr. Kendall stated that ~the 
Board of Supervisors is unani- 
mously in. favor of a new court- 
house and urged the support of 
the county in carrying out the 
project.

The fundamental difficulty ‘with this view of the situation 
is that it is not the fact that unintelligent or illiterate voters 
stay away from the polls. As a matter of truth, the stay-at- 
home vote is largest among the better educated classes—we 
will not say among the more intelligent classes, beeause a vote 
which is not cast is certainly not the vote of an intelligent 
voter. But it is the illiterate, the eill-equipped voters who, to 
quote the politician, are stampeded ‘‘to the polls like so many 
sheep.”’ 

As he says, education will to some extent correct this ten- 
deney, but not mere education of a literary sort. The people 
who possess that now stay at home on election day. Educa- 
tion which will lead to a wider comprehension of the fact that 
it is the lethargy and indifference of voters, even more than 
the intrigues or machinations of professional politicians, which 
create and perpetuate bad government, may, perhaps, have the 
effect of stimulating more citizens to the discharge of their 
duty. There is something to think of in the fact that in the 
United States, with its high proportion of educated people, the 
stay-at-home vote is almost twice what it is in Great Britain, 
and that, in the states showing the highest ratio of illiteracy, 
the proportion of the stay-at-homes is less than it is in those 
in which education is well nigh universal.

It is the same with human beings. It is not the quantity 
of food that they get that is of the greatest importance, it is 
getting the right kind of food. Malnutrition in children, and 
in grown-ups as well, but more particularly in children, is not 
the result of insufficient nourishment, but of getting the wrong 
kind of nourishment. Cases in which parents deliberately 
starve their offspring are fortunately rare, but the number of 
times the unwittingly give them food which through lack of 
sustaining qualities brings about the same results as starva- 
tion is beyond calculation. 

-It is not only the body that suffers from wrong feeding, 
it is the mind as well. The cases in which the mentality of 
children is irretrievably damaged by being falsely nourished 
are even greater than in connection with their bodily welfare. 
‘‘\ healthy mind in a healthy pody’’ is the ideal which men 
have striven for since the beginning of time, and the greatest 
obstacle to the attainment of this ideal has been wrong feeding. 

Leaving the question of ealories, carbohydrates, proteins, 
and vitamins to doctors and dieticians, let us analyze for a 
moment the mental pabulum that is handed out to a large pro- 
portion of the young people of the present generation. This 
nourishment is tainty derived from books, oral instruction, 
and things that appeal to the intelligent through the sense of 
sight. It follows then if this mental food is to be beneficial 
that it must be of the right kind; that the books must be 
good books, that the instruction must be wholesome, and that

PARIS news note gives us the

to return. Has it ever really 

been away—that is the ques- 
tion. Whatever the dictates of 
fashion may have been, and how- 
ever out-of-style this smart little 
shape may have seemed to design- 
ers, the buying pu™lic—and that is 
what really counts— has consistent- 
ly demanded it, anrd—as always 
happens-when it asks—received, It 
may have been cleverly disguised, 
even called by another name, but 
in some form or other it has had. 
and continues to have, a place in 
the mode. It is repetition to say it, 
of course, but when there is an 
outstanding reason for anything—a 
fasbion, an event, or a condition— 
that reason will bear repetition; so 


so many find unbecoming. Square- 
crowned models, in Directoire and 
postilion styles, have a large rep- 
resentation, but do not, by any 
means, overshadow the mode. 


A Wide Variety Of Shapes 


The turban is another small hat 
that is meeting with approval from 
the type of woman that wears it 
well, and furnishes the variety that 
1s imperative, it would seem. There 
are some wrapped turbans, de- 
veloped in velvet and velvet ribbon, 
frequently of two shades or two 
colors; there are Spanish,sailors— 
trying to all but the exceptional 
few; and there are berets. These 
shapes are developed in velvet, 
felt, hatters’ plush, satin or com- 
binations of these materials. When 
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—the cloche will always be, while 
heads are shingled and a small, 
close-fitting hat is imperative.

Any display of hats will prove the 
assertion that the small hat is fash- 
ion, although there -will be a rea- 
sonable number of medium hats 
and a few large shapes—for those 
who. demand them. Fall fashion 
shows have madé a creditable at- 
tempt to popularize the medium- 
sized hat. , 

But the average woman will find 
comfort and smartness in the small 
shape, and there are more average 
women than any other class. The 
result of the war on the cloche and 
the vogue of short hair is a .most 
amazing number of styles in hats 
of the popular size, and if a woman 
seeking a new fall bonnet comes 
home without one—for any other 
reason than that she couldn't de- 
cide which of the many to take— 
she is, indeed, hard to satisfy.

It ts 
thus with the scarf, which has 
grown. rather than lessened in pop- 
ularity, and some of the newest 
offerings are very beautiful indeed, 
notably the large scarfs of heavy 
Italian silk—direct from, Italy. 
These lovely things are shown in 
the vivid native Roman colorings 
and have hand-knotted silk fringes 
in matching colors. 

Real feathers of fashion have 
been with us, off and on, for many 
seasons, but more uses are found 
forsthem, just now, than there have 
evér been. We have come to ex- 
pect them on hats and in fans, but 
designers found them a lovely and, 
withal, practical substitute for fur 
on evening clothes, so that ostrich 
—and marabou as well—played a 
prominent part in the formal mode 
for summer. If there were prophe- 
cies that*the popularity of this 
trimming would go out with the 
cooier weather, those prophecies 
have been unfulfilled, for ostrich 
continues popular, its graceful 
fronds making lovely some of the 
most unusual of the newest models 
of frocks and wraps; wisps of it 
forming a background for the 
jeweled ornaments on evening slip- 
pers.

Many of the dresses 
and tunics that are part of the 
costume ensemble have no sleeves 
at all, and a costume effect may be 
utterly ruined -by an incorrect 
choice of handwear.

‘(Our next year’s program is 
te widen state highways near 
Los Angeles. Plans already 
are under way for a wider 
and stronger roadbed on Ven- 
tura boulevard from the Pass 
to Girard.

POSTOFFICE IMPROVEMENT 
. AND EXPANSION 


A saving of $2,700,000 for the 
next four-year period has recently 
been effected in securing a new 
four-year contract for the print- 
ing of stamped envelopes. This 
contract calls for the printing of 
about 10,000,000 stamped envel- 
opes every working day of the 
year. ‘ 





Under a new lam and regula- 
tion Holy Scripture manuscripts 
for the blind may be sent free if 
given to the blind, and if sold 
to them at cost, it is transported 
at the low rate of le per pound, 
instead of parcel post rate. 





The postoffice department con- 
ducts a postal savings bank which 
now has a total deposit of $133,- 
000,000.
